NOTES ON ATITHORS. 
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BOSTON AS A PUBLISHING CENTRE, 
STATISTICS OF THE FALL ANNOUN( ELEMENTS. 
From the Boston Advertiser, Sept. 29. . 


Mr. LEYPOLDT, whose Pudlishers’ Weekly is a 
weekly monument to his bibliographic zeal and 
industry, has just issued his fall announcement 
number, in which he gathers and classifies the 
titles of the books which the publishers through. 
out the country anuounce for publication the 
present season. In the United States, more 
even than in England, the tendency is to con. 
centrate the issue of books about two Seasons 
Christmas and Easter, and the preparation for 
Christmas, which is the most prolific season 
begins with the revival of trade in September 
and October. A survey, therefore, of the book 
market at this time gives one a tolerably fair 
opportunity for gauging the literary industry of 
the country. 

Throwing out the English houses which have 
branches in this country, the announcements, 
little and great, of American publishing houses, 
fall short of a thousand titles. Nine hundred 
and sixty-six books, as we count, are promised 
for publication. Of these the juvenile class, has 
as usual, the largest number, 200 ; religion and 
philosophy come next, with 120. Books relating 
to art, including illustrated gift-books, follow 
with ninety-three, and medical science eighty- 
four; fiction has seventy-four ; education and 
works on language have sixty-seven ; poetry and 
the drama, sixty : literary history and collected 
works, fifty-one, and biography has fifty. After 
these larger lists come, in a declining grade, his- 
tory, descriptive travel and adventure, arts and 
sciences, politics, sociology and economics, do- 
mestic and rural economy, law and government, 
birthday books and souvenirs, works relating to 
music, wit and humor, and sports—history hav- 
ing thirty six, and sports five. The department 
of fiction would be much larger, and probably 
outrank all others, if the publisher’s of the chief 
libraries were in the habit of making announce- 
ments, which they are not, and the list, there- 
fore, is made up chiefly of standard fiction and 
new American novels. 

One thing is likely to catch the reader’s eye, 
and that is the importance of the class under the 
head of art. The number of holiday books is 
not so considerable as of books either relating 
directly to the history of art, or by their illustra- 
tions really representing art. The number of 
books relating to music is small—ten only—and 
yet music divides with art the enthusiasm of 
young people ; but music is not allied to litera- 
ture as art is. The class of books of travel is 
also meagre, much more meagre than an English 
list would show. The English have an avidity 
for this literature, which is in part explained by 
the large family and commercial interests which 
the little island has with remote parts of the 
globe. 

In the distribution of these books among pub- 
lishing houses, New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia are the great centres. Chicago has two or 
three enterprising houses, and Cincinnati, Balti- 
more and one or two other points are repre- 
sented. The list of books announced by New 
York publishers is 473; by Boston publishers, 
338, and by Philadelphia publishers 121. ae 
four books are announced by the publishers 0 
all other cities. New York naturally leads. and 
there also are established the representatives os 
English houses ; as a commercial centre it at 
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tracts to itself the largest share of the book busi- 
ness. Yet it may be doubted whether an an- 
alysis of the new American books to be issued 
this fal! would give the precedence to New York. 
In point of numbers, Boston leads in art, de- | 
scriptive travel and adventure, history, biog- | 
raphy, juvenile books, law and government, 
literary history and collected works, and the 
new poetry comes almost wholly from Boston 
houses, though there is precious little of it. 
Chicago publishes nearly all the books about 
music, and it is in the issue of works allied with 
affairs, together with books which belong to 
what may be called regular stock that New York 
takes the lead. The only exceptions are fiction 
and religion and philosophy. The concentration 
there of the benevolent publication societies ac- | 
counts for the religious class, and fiction comes 
nearer to regular stock than to original ventures. 
On the whole, a careful reading of Mr. Ley- | 
poldt’s Weekly leaves on one the impression that 
in publishing enterprises which indicate fore- 
thought and taste Boston takes the lead, while 
it still continues to be the place to which the 
higher literature gravitates. 








OBITUARY. 


LOUIS BRETON. 

Louis BRETON, senior partner in the house of 
Messrs. Hachette & Co., of Paris, died August 
19, after a short illness. In 1839 M. Bréton 
entered the house founded by the late M. Louis 
Hachette, in 1841 he became a partner, and 
in 1844 he married the stepdaughter of M. 
Hachette. M. Bréton devoted himself specially | 
\o the educational department of the house, and 
it is chiefly to the intelligence and indefatigable 
energy which he displayed that the extraordinary | 
success of the educational works published by 
Messrs. Hachette & Co. is to be attributed. 
This department of the business will, we under- 
stand, be continued under the superintendence 
of his son, M. Guillaume. Bréton, who has re- 
cently distinguished himself in obtaining the 
diploma of Docteur-s-lettres in the Ecole Nor- 
male supérieure. M. Bréton was President of 
the Cercle de la Librairie in 1865-1867, and 
under his presidency its functions were greatly | 
extended, and it was owing greatly to his per- 
severance, that funds were subscribed for the | 
erection of the very handsome building belong- | 
ing to the Cercle, which is distinguishable for | 
the classic beauty of its architecture even in the | 
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business with Mr. Victor M. Watkins as partner, 
remaining in that business two years. Im 1843 
he bought the book and stationery business of 
Joseph Lomas, and until July, 1882, was contin- 
uously in that trade. At that time he sold out 
to one of his sons, Nathan S. Smith, who now 
carries on the business. Mr. Smith leaves three 
children, two sons and a daughter, all of whom 
are married. Speaking of his business life in 
Newburg, the Newburg Daily Journal says: “It 
is stated that he was one of the pioneer merchants 
on Water Street, and when he retired over a year 
ago he left no one on the street who was in busi- 
ness there when he began. When Mr. Smith 
first opened his doors for trade, Newburg was 
then but a small village. There were few mer- 
chants on Water Street. He continued on ina 
steady, quiet way, growing with the growth of the 
place, until he found himself, in the evening of 
life, less disposed to the active pursuits than he 
once was, and left to enjoy his leisure which his 
attention to business brought him the means tu 
take. Mr. Smith’s store has for years beena 
great resort for people of a horticultural turn, 
and he himself had much taste for pursuits of 
that nature. He also has been for about 25 years 
the Depositary of the Newburg Bible Society.” 


CHARLES MEGARGE. 

CHARLES MEGARGE, the well-known paper 
manufacturer and founder and head of the firm 
of Charles Megarge & Co., Philadelphia, died 
October 2, 1883, at his residence in Germantown. 
He was born in Philadelphia, September 30, 
1804, and early in life entered the paper business 
in the store of Samuel Ekstein. In 1834 he 
and his brother began business for themselves 
as C. & W. H. Megarge. He was a director 
and from 1848 to 1866 was president of the 
Germantown Bank. Mr. Megarge left active 
business life several years ago, at the time of 
the failure of his firm.
